It is estimated by the Alberta labor 
bureau that the harvest help Heeds for 
Alberta this year will be 10,000 of 
which 4,000 will be secured in Alberta. 
This figure may be revised as the crop 
season advances. 

A carload of live poultry, the first 
to be shipped from Alberta to the 
United States market, left Viking last 
week for New York. The shipment, 
arranged for by a buyer- from the 
United States, is in the nature of an 
experiment- It included some 3,450 
birds from the district of Camrose, 
New Norway, Ryley and Viking. 

When Alfred Daymon of Pekisko 
was strolling around his ranch the 
other day he saw an object with red 
ribbons on it. Having picked it up 
he saw it was not a discarded bonnet 
with red ribbons cn- it, but a metcrlo- 
; gical balloon that had been sent up at 
Ottawa. There was an instrument in¬ 
side and also a note requesting the 
finder to return it to Ottawa when he 
would receive $2.50. 

A greater demand than ever before 
for Alberta government savings cer¬ 
tificates has developed this year, which 
is evidence that there is considerable 
surplus money in the province. So 
great have been the purchases of 
these certificates by the investing pub¬ 
lic that it is likely no more debenture 
issues will be required the present 
year to finance the government's af¬ 
fairs. The small denominations of the 
certificate are popular, and there art? 
many purchasers of these. As an in- 
dication of improved financial condi¬ 
tions in the province also some of the 
larger purchasers include Alberta 
» shcool districts and municipalities. - 

Shipments of Alberta creamery but¬ 
ter continue to be forwarded direct 
from Alberta producers to the British 
| market. This movement assumed some 
j proportions last year, and the market¬ 
ing of the butter direct by the Alber¬ 
ta manufacturers proved very satis¬ 
factory. Recently three carloads left 
Edmonton for the old country, and 
other shipments have been made from 
Calgary. The increasing popularity of 
the Alberta product on the British 
market was demonstrated by Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley, who on his return from 
Britain, brought back with Hum of¬ 
fers to Handle large quantities of Al¬ 
berta buttle, provided thd supply could 
be made continuous throughout the

The games recently 
held at Paris were perhaps the most 
largely attended of the series and on 
the side of actual athletic achievement 
were at least as remarkable as any 
that have gone before. The athletes 
from the United States as usual won 
the track and field games,the most im¬ 
portant events of the contest. The 
Americans have never failed to win 
first place in those events since the 
first meeting at Athens in 1896, and 
they usually win it by a considerable 
margin. This year they also stood 
first in most of the sports, which in¬ 
cluded boat races, polo matches, foot¬ 
ball games, swimming races, ski races 
and a number of other competitions 
that were not included either in the 
original Greek games or in the earlier 
modem revivals. Most interesting and 
remarkable, however, was the show¬ 
ing of the men from Finland. That 
little country in the far north sent to 
Paris a company of athletes who far 
surpassed anything that the other 
European nations could show, and who 
gave tlje Americans an exceedingly 
close race. The Finns were especial¬ 
ly strong as runners. In all the indi¬ 
vidual races from fifteen hundred 
metres to the Marathon they were 
easily first. Northern peoples usually 
excel in athletics, for their climate en¬ 
courages and rewards exertion, but we 
Cannot help wondering why the Finns 
should excel all other nations—even 
Great Britain where field sports have 
so long been practiced. Some persons 
think that the modem Olympic games 
are becoming a little over-crowded, 
and that it would be better to drop 
come of the competitions that pro- J 
longed this last meeting through sev- 1 
eral months. Such omissions, how¬ 
ever would meet with a protest from 
countries that do better in such sports 
than in the usual track and field games 
and so the step is not likely- to be tak¬ 
en immediately. Another obstacle to 1 
the complete success of the occasion 
is the expense and difficulty of carry¬ 
ing out so long and costly a program. 
Olympic games never pay. The at¬ 
tendance, large as it often is, does not 
meet expenses. Paris has a consider¬ 
able bill to pay for the honor of hold¬ 
ing the games this year, and it is al¬ 
ready rumored that Holland, which 
has the next claim to the event, thinks 
of resigning that claim because of the 
expense. If the Dutchmen withdraw, 
it is probable that the games of 1928. 
Will be awarded to Los Angeles. 
Southern California would be delight¬ 
ed to have them, and it would manage 
the afTair generously and well. Un¬ 
fortunately the distance and the cost 
of the journey would probably prevent 
many of the European athletes from 
attending, and the games would there¬ 
fore be a “walk-over” for America. 
So it was when they were held in St. 
Louis twenty years ago, and a meet¬ 
ing on the Pacific coast would be like¬ 
ly to have still less international pat¬ 
ronage than one in the Mississippi 
Valley. Nevertheless the United States 
has the athletes, the stadiums and the 
nnancial resources, and it can in all 
fairness aspire to the occasional honor 
of the Olympics. 


Labor leaders of the U.S. hike in¬ 
dorsed Lafollette and Wheeler in the 
election of President and Vice Presi- 
dent. 

An attempt is being made at the 
annual meeting of the retail merch¬ 
ants of Canada to have all merchants 
handle nothing but made-in-Canada 
goods.

It is just as well 
however, to have the matter settled 
one way or the other. The Senate may 
not be so secure when it comes face to 
face with the voice of the people. 

Sheridqn said that Dundas drew his 
facts from his imagination and his 
fancies from memory. Sir Eugene j 
Fiset, late Deputy Minister of Militia, 
on being approached by a delegation 
urging him to be the liberal candidate 
in a Quebec bye-election, stated that 
he was always opposed to conscription. 
That statement can have no connection 
with memory. It is called forth by 
the exigencies of the. present rather 
than a recollection of the past. 

The “Pioneer” says that a common 
lie is that there is more whiskey drunk * 
row than in olden times and it pro¬ 
ceeds to prove by the excise returns 
that it is a lie. No one can gainsay 
what the Pioneer says except the ma¬ 
nufacturers of spirits who do not pay 
excise duties. If they would come for¬ 
ward and pay excise duties and income 
taxes it would help us meet the Pio¬ 
neer’s statement. But they won’t— 
and the Pioneer has the right of way. 


POSSIBLE ELECTION RESULTS 


The emergence of a strong indepen¬ 
dent candidate for the Presidency— 
Senator LaFollette—who expects with 
good reason to win a number of votes 
in the electoral college directs atten¬ 
tion to the possibility that the final 
election of a President may be thrown 
into the hands of Congress. Such a 
situation has occurred only once since 
the system of separate nominations 
for President and Vice-President was 
adopted, and that was exactly one 
hundred years ago. In* 1824 there 
were four candidates—John Quincy 
Adams, Andrew Jackson, William H. 
Crawford and Henry Clay. No can¬ 
didate got a majority in the electoral 
college, and according to the constitu¬ 
tion the House of Representatives, 
votipg by states, made the choice. 
Henry Clay cast his influence for 
Adaiqs rather than for Jackson with 
momentous results in the political 
history of the country. The constitu¬ 
tion, as we have said, lays oty the 
House <5f Representatives the respon¬ 
sibility of electing a president when 
the electoral college fails to do it. It 
directs the Senate in a similar emer¬ 
gency to choose a vice president In 
the house the choice is limited to the 
three candidates who receive the larg¬ 
est number of electoral votes; but the 
composition of the House of Represen- 
tatives is at present such that, if call¬ 
ed upon to elect a president, it might 
find itself unable to do it The dele¬ 
gations of twenty-three states are 
controlled by men elected as Republi¬ 
cans, those of twenty are controlled by 
Democfats, and five delegations are 
equally divided; but it is certain that 
some of the Republicans from the 
Northwestern states would vote for 
Senator La Follette rather than for 
President Coolidge. A majority of all 
the states—that Is, twenty five—is re- 
quired-to elect. Hence, if no compro¬ 
mise were reached before March 4, 
there would be no President to suc¬ 
ceed Mr. Coolidge. Meanwhile the 
Senate would be voting for a Vice-Pre¬ 
sident. The Senate is limited in its 
choice to the highest two candidates, 
and ( he Senators vote as individuals, 
nr.t by states. Here too the Republi¬ 
cans have nominally a comfortab'e 
majority, but enough of those electee 
as Republicans favor Mr. La Follette 
lather than Mr, Coolidge to make ’.he 
result doubtful, for a combination of 
the Democratic and the La Follette 
Senators might put into office wnich- 
fcver oi their two candidates receiv'd 
the greater number of electoral>otes. 
If the Senate should succeed in choos¬ 
ing a vice president and the House 
should fail to elect a President before 
March 4, the elected Vice President 
would become president for four 
years. What if both Houses were 
deadlocked and could not elect either 
a president or a vice president ? That 
would bring a situation which would 
test to the utmost the strength of poli¬ 
tical Institutions. Fortunately it is 
not likely to occur. The senate at 
least, should be able to make a choice. 
If it should not, though the Constitu¬ 
tion is silent on the matter, the person 
who was at the moment Secretary of 
State would in accordance with the 
Presidential succession Act probably 
succeed. 


PRICE OF WHEAT 


For the past month or longer we 
have heard and read much about the 
possible price of wheat for the coni¬ 
ng season which has been based on 
the estimated shortage of crops from 
different Bourses with consequent 
agreeable predictions for big results 
for all those who may be fortunate 
enough to have good crops. There is 
no question about the shortage as 
compared with last year’s yields, and 
better prices, much better, will be rea¬ 
lized this-fall than has been offered 
for som^lime. The high prices are 
holding strong, wavering a little, with 
a gradual tendency to go higher, and 
it is noted that the reason for such has 
been attributed by some to be a poli¬ 
tical reslut accentuated and introduc¬ 
ed as campaign propaganda by one of 
the two big parties in the coming pre¬ 
sidential election in the United States. 
We can appreciate how such would 
have its effect, and how, for political 
purposes, the idea would be grasped 
up and used for ammunition in the 
hope of influencing the farmer vote of 
the country. The price would be main¬ 
tained, if the issud is felt to be popu¬ 
lar, at whatever cost, until after the 
election which will be held on Novem¬ 
ber 4th next; the party advocating it 
taking the credit for the higher prices 
of the product, and appealing to the 
farmer vote os a result of their pre¬ 
sent administration. Be 'such as it 
may, the fact is that there is a real 
shortage of wheat which is being re¬ 
flected in the present high prices, and 
which, in our opinion, will be main- 
1 ained to a point which will be a good 
price for the raisers this fall. The 
market may be a little tremulous and 
shaky after the above named election 
in the United Stateee this fall, but the 
scarcity of wheat will still be a fact 
and will in price circumvent any re 
suits of elections or other propaganda. 


WOULD BUY HUDSON BAY R. R. 


A special dispatch from Ottawa to 
the Winnipeg Tribune on Friday said: 
“Details became available recently of 
a proposition which is being made to 
the government by a company which 
would purchase the Hudson Bay rail¬ 
way. The company would complete 
the line, develop the harbor works and 
provide the necessary equipment. As 
a condition precedent to all this it 
would put up a bond for $20,000,000. 
People behind the proposition are said 
to be in New York arranging for the 
bond, and if it is forthcoming, the 
government will consider the matter. 
The proposed memorandum of agree¬ 
ment provides: 1. That the govern¬ 
ment is to sell the Hudson Bay line as 
it now stands for $1. 2. Lease the 

harbor improvements at Port Nelson 
and all other ports for $1. 3. That no 
other company be allowed to build in 
the territory for the next 21 years. 4. 
That 10,000 square miles adjacent to 
the railway be set aside for settlement 
and that as each settler locates a full 
title be given. "6. The company to be 
empowered to construct branch lines 
towards Winnipeg and the States and 
also to the Pacific coast. Mineral 
rights for ten miles on each side of 
the road to be allowed. 

“The company undertakes: 1. To put 
up a $20,000,000 bond for specific per¬ 
formance of the contract. 2. To com¬ 
plete the road and Nelson harbor and 
operate the entire line within two 
years. 3. Spend $4,000,000 on harbor 
works and elevators. In 25 years it 
would guarantee to retrun the whole 
thing to the government if interest 
were paid on the outlay.” 


.WILL PAY FREIGHT EXPRESS.. 

The provincial department of 
agriculture will pay freight on live 
stock exhibits from central points in 
Mberta to the Royal stock show at 
Toronto and the Chicago International 
this year. Express charges will be 
po id both ways. These big events will 
be held during December.

New rural municipal hospital dist¬ 
ricts continue to be organized in the 
province. The latest is at Westlock, 
northwest of Edmonton, where a vote 
of the ratepayers will take place Aug¬ 
ust 8th. There are now 16 of these 
hospital districts operating in the pro¬ 
vince, and serving a total population 
of 166,000 or about one-third of the 
rural population of the province. 


A total of 13,743 Canadians, most of 
them native born, have been repatria¬ 
ted from United Statees during the 
month of April, May and June, accord¬ 
ing to figures announced by the de¬ 
partment of immigration at Ottawa. 
Total immigration to Canada for the 
above three months was 53,246 an in¬ 
crease of 12,292 over the same peri¬ 
od of last year. 


Approximately $1.01 a bushel for 
No. 1 northern wheat on the Fort Wil¬ 
liam basis, will be received by mem¬ 
bers of the Alberta wheat pool. De¬ 
duct from this the freight' charges to 
Fort William ,and the pool members 
will get 85% cents a bushel for all No. 

1 northern wheat delivered during the 
first year of the pool, which closed on 
July 15. While the directors of the 
pool have repeatedly declined to give 
out any information regarding the 
amount of the final payment, it is 
known that the various figures for the 
amounts according to grades have 
been compiled and cheques are now be¬ 
ing written out ready for the mails. 
These will be mailed just as soon as 
the annual meeting endorses the deci¬ 
sion of the'board of trustees in this 
connection next Tuesday. 

The amounts of the finaUgayment to 
pool members are as, follows^ Nos. 1, 

2 and 3 northern 16 cents per bushel. 
No. 4,18 cents a bushel. NK^20^nts 
a bushel. Other grades 22 cents a 
bushel. This does not mean that the 
farmers who sold the lower grades of 
wheat through the pool are tp receive 
more money than those who delivered 
the best grades. These final figures 
simply-indicate that the pool did not 
pay those w r ho delivered the poorer 
grades the same proportion of the ul¬ 
timate total price received when the 
initial payment was made. As previ¬ 
ously stated pool members will receive 
an approximate price of $1.01 a bushel 
less freight charges to Fort William, 
for No. 1 northern wheat. This does 
not mean that this is the total receiv¬ 
ed by the pool for this grade of wheat 
sold. According to one of the by-laws 
the trustees have power to deduct up 
to one per cent for any purposes deem¬ 
ed necessary. While nothing official 
can be secured, as the pool directors 
are not any more talkative than usual 
it is understood that approximately 1 
cent a bushel has been held back from 
the final payment for a reserve ac¬ 
count. The money held back will be 
credited to the acocunt of the various 
pool members. The initial interim 
payments made by the pool bo its 
members on the delivery of wheat, 
loss freight charges, totalled as fol¬ 
lows:— No. 1 northern 85 cents; No. 2 
northern 82 cents; No. S’ northern 77 
cents; No. 4 71 cents; No. 5 65 cents' 
The interim payment amounted to 10 
rents a bushel. Nine other grades of 
wheat delivered by the farmers- Was 
classed and paid for according to the 
grade. The lowest grade was listed 
rt 60 cents. This means that the mem¬ 
bers of the pool, when they receive 
their, final payment, will receive the 
following prices for their wheat, 
freight charges and deductions made 
by the pool being taken from the to¬ 
tals:—No. 1 northern 85%c; No. 2 
northern 82%c; No. 3 northern 77%c; 
No. 4 northern 73%c; No. 5 northern 
70Vic. The board of trustees of the 
Alberta pool will meet on Monday 
morning at the head office to get the 
business > arranged for the annual 
meeting, which will open on Tuesday 
morning at 10 o’clock at Paget hall. 
The annual meeting will, among other 
things, pass on the amount of the final 
payment, endorsing the deductions 
made for a reserve fund, consider the 
arrangements made for the central 
selling agency of the three prairie 
pools for this year’s crop, elect trus¬ 
tees of the Alberta pool for the en¬ 
suing year and deal with various other 
matters. 


WHY SUMMERFALLOW? 


“Summerfallow will yield 25 bush.; 
other crops on stubble 10 to 15 bush¬ 
els per acre.” “Summerfallow land will 
give 10 to 15 bushels and stubbled in 
feilds may give their seed back again.” 
“Summerfallow crops stood the dry 
spell well and are now responding to 
the moisture; the other crops have 
gone.” 

It is too bad more of our farmers 
cannot summerfallow. At least they 
do not. Pick up any crop report, from 
almost any part of the province, and 
there will be sentences in them like 
those quoted at the beginning of this 
article. There is no use in commenting 
on this, or telling the farmers what 
they should do—they should know 
their own business best. But the ex¬ 
perience of this country is that it is 
the fallowed and cultivated, land that 
makes the sure, year in and year out 
crops. No doubt there are good tea¬ 
s' ns why it is not more generally 
adopted—but it is unfortunate just 
the same. 


NEW USE FOR AEROPLANE 


A new invention for use in aero¬ 
planes is announced whereby electri¬ 
fied sand is ejected from the cockpit 
of the machine, when flying through 
fogs and clouds, which causes the fogs 
to disappear and the clouds to break 
up and produce rain. It is a twenti¬ 
eth century invention that will be used 
to aid the United States world flyers 
to ride through the fog banks of Nova 
Scotia and New England and promises 
to eliminate danger of fogs to ships 
at sea and in harbor, to provide clear 
air lanes in foggy weather, to yield 
rain in drought stricken areas, when¬ 
ever there are clouds in the sky, and 
for use in war time. In a recent ex¬ 
periment the sand ejecting aeroplane 
cut a giant sky window in a bank of 
tog ,and it did it as quickly at it could 
fly over its course. \ 


Official Report of Alberta Govern¬ 
ment Investigation re. Vancou¬ 
ver Grain Elevators 

A signal victory for the Alberta 
Government and those who supported 
it in the demand for investigation by 
the Royal Grain Enguiry Board into- 
certain conditions surrounding the ad¬ 
ministration of the government eleva¬ 
tor facilities at Vanoouver, is the 
official statement issued by the M^ov- 
erment at Edmonton. 

The report of : the enquiry board, in 
the opinion of the Government, re¬ 
veals full justification for the enquiry, 
and justifies particularly the conten¬ 
tion of the Government and others 
that conditions with respect to grain 
handling facilities at Vancouver were 
in an unhealthy state, and that certain 
redical changes were necessary in 
matters of policy of the control and 
operation of the grain elevators at the 
coast, .if the interests of the grain 
producers, as those most vitally con¬ 
cerned, were to be fully protected. 

The report makes certain valuable 
recommendations along lines sugges¬ 
ted by the Alberta Government Coun¬ 
sel, and the Government will proceed 
to press the federal authorities to put 
these recommendations into immediate 
effect. The Government is being sup¬ 
ported in this by the Edmonton Board 
of Trade and other similar organize 
tios. 

The real issue before the enquiry 
board, declares the statement issued 
by the Alberta Government, was the 
administration of the grain handling 
facilities in such cost must eventually 
be borne by the grain produders. AL 
berta contended that the Pacific 
Elevators should be removed from 
control of the Vancouver Harbor 
Commissioners and placed under a 
board has given effect to this con¬ 
tention by recommendin-H^tliat Van¬ 
couver elevators be acquired by the 
Federal Government and in future bH 
operated by a special commission or 
statuary body along with all other 
publicly owned elevators in the West. 
If this recommendation is put into ef¬ 
fect, the conditions which gave rise 
to the demand for the enquiry by the 
Alberta Government will be corrected. 

The deal whereby the harbor Com¬ 
missioners acquired the partially com¬ 
pleted Woodward Elevator, agreed to 
spend $650,000 in putting it into com¬ 
mission, and to leasfe it to the British 
and Oriental Grain Company of Ed¬ 
monton, was''another matter into 
which the Government asked enquiry. 
As a result of the evidence produced 
in this connection, the enquiry board 
scores the deal as an improvident one 
for the harbor board, and declares 
that there was no reason why the 
board should have entered into the 
deal. The facts as adduced at the en¬ 
quiry, were that, in the face of a re¬ 
port form J. S. Metcalf and Co., eleva¬ 
tor expert, declaring the Woodward 
elevator to be impractable as a public 
terminal, the Harbor Commission pro¬ 
ceeded to acquire the elevator, for the 
express purpose of leasing it to the 
Edmonton company. The harbor bo¬ 
ard agreed to spend some $650,000 in 
putting the elevator in shape, in spite 
of the fact that the Metcalf report 
said that the same amount, spent in 
modern facilities at the government 
elevator would produce better results. 
The agreement was that the harbor 
board Was to spend this amount and 
lease the elevator t6 the Edmonton 
company at a rate not exceeding 9 
per cent, on the amount of the bonds, 
but tjie enquiry board reports that it 
is very uncertain whether the amount 
to be paid by the Edmonton company 
will meet the full interest charges on 
the money spent by the harbor board. 
The report declares the whole deal to 
be an improvident one for the people 
of Canada. 

The other points upon which the 
Alberta Government asked investiga¬ 
tion, and the action of the enquiry 
board on these points are as follows: 

The Maharg by-spout at the termin¬ 
al elevator, bywhich grain could be di¬ 
verted in its progress from the car to 
the elevator weigh bins, was shown by 
the weigh of evidence to be an im¬ 
proper installation and one which 
should not be permitted to exist. It 
was shown that the legislatures of 
several of the States absolutely for¬ 
bade the existence of such a spout. 
The enquiry board declared that the 
by-spout should be removed entirely, 
and positive regulations should be en¬ 
acted making such installations, with 
their consequent perils and suspicions 
impossible in any storage elevator. 

The personnel of the Vanoouver 
elevator staff, and the influence ex¬ 
erted by the firm of Smith and David¬ 
son, dr by Smith, a former grain op¬ 
erator at Fort William in the appoint¬ 
ments to this staff. Smith it may be 
said, was implicated in certain suspic¬ 
ious deals while operating at the head 
of the lakes, and very close oonnec- 
tiho between him and the harbor com¬ 
missioner R. E. Beattie, and certain 
members of the elevator staff, was 
•shown. The enquiry board says in this 
connection that there was no specific 
evidence of aify evil resulting from 
such close connection, but whatever 
the facts were, there could be no 
doubt that the close relationship had 
given rise to a feeling of disatisfaction 
and uneasiness in many quarters, and 
bad a great deal to do with creating 
the demand for investigation. Any¬ 
thing which would foster a" suspicious 
relationship should be avoided, says 
the report.

In the matter of the alleged over- 
shipment of 232,000 bushels of No. 1 
Northern Wheat from the government 
elevators, the enquiry board reports 
that it was unable to clear up this 
discrepancy and submits that it should 
be investigated and pursued further 
by the proper officials of the Grain 
Commission. The report further sta¬ 
tes tha practice of shipping grain on 
hills of lading instead of warehouse 
receipts is irregular and presents ele¬ 
ments of danger, and it states also 
that there was apparently no good 
reason why receipts to the total of 
12,500,000 bushels/Should have been 
allowed to accumulate without cancel¬ 
lation. , 

The board also finds a very unsat¬ 
isfactory condition with respects to 
the handling of Sweepings of grain in 
the elevators, these 'sweepings being 
collected and (imposed of in a very 
irregular manner. 

With respects to the attempt o.f the 
Harbor Commissioners to increase 
cargo rates on grain, which increase 
the Alberta Government was success¬ 
ful in having suspeded, the enquiry 
board has this comment to make “A 
cargo rate is levied for the general 
service of the port and should not 
fluctuate with the success or failure 
of the Harbor Commissioners adven¬ 
tures in terminal elevators.” • 


LIVE STOCK POOL 


The Alberta Livestock Co-Operative 
Pool is Organized at Lacombe 


The Alberta Livestock Co-operative 
pool was organized at a meeting of 
livestock producers at Camrose Thurs. 
afternoon and evening. This is the 
climax of three meetings held at pre¬ 
vious times. The meeting Thursday 
rftemoon was marked by a very in¬ 
teresting discussion, in which there 
was very plain talking, and by a very 
satisfactory conclusion. The meeting 
was unable to finish the discussion of 
the contract clause by clause, as it 
started out to accomplish, but left 
much to the board. The board named 
was: W. F. Stephens, Grande 

Prairie, A. B. ClaypooT, M.L.A., Swal- 
well, M. A. McMillan, Tees, George 
Bcvington, Vermillion, J. KT Stattery, 
Camrose and S. S. Sears, Nanton. 

Acceptance of the principal of co¬ 
operative central selling agency re¬ 
presenting the whole province, and of 
the contract drawn up and’ read by J. 
McMillan/-president of the Livestock 
Producers association, after it had 
been dealt with clause by clause by 
the producers assembled with recom¬ 
mendation to a provincial board, was 
the final outcome of a meeting of live- 
stockniroducers held in the town hall 
of Lacombe Thursday. The board 
was instructed to proceed with the 
necessary steps for the formation of 
the provincial pool and given power 
to amend the contract on the recom¬ 
mendation of the meeting. 

While the meeting was originally 
called as a continuation of the ad¬ 
journed meeting of the Livestock Pro¬ 
ducers’ Association formed on March 
20 held in Lacombe on July 17 an in¬ 
vitation had been extended to the re¬ 
presentatives of existing livestock 
pools and to all producers and others 
interested in co-operative marketing 
and it developed into a different body 
entirely. Some controversy took place 
i r the early stages of the gathering as 
to the exact status of the meeting and 
as to who should vote. Representa¬ 
tives were present to the number of 
more than 100 from various parts of 
the province apd-it-jsras^ Anally decided 


that only those who were actual pro¬ 
ducers of livestock were permitted to 
vote. 

The argument which preceded - these 
decisions was long and heated. Every¬ 
one wanted a pool but some differed 
widely from others regarding the basis 
ot its foundation. At the inaugural 
meeting of the livestock producers 
held on March 20 a committee of fif¬ 
teen was appointed to take steps for 
the formation of a livestock pool and 
to draw up memorandum and articles 
of association and a suitable form of 
contract. A sub-committee of five was 
then appointed by the first committee 
to do this work, but when it submitted 
the documents to the committee of fif¬ 
teen, J. McMillan, president of the as¬ 
sociation and chairman of the latter 
committee found them in his opinion 
unsuitable and drew up another set 
which he submitted to the meeting on 
July 17. 

The discussion Thursday ranged 
round these two bases for organiza¬ 
tion, which differed from one another 
in that Mr. McMillan's proposal pro¬ 
vided for a provincial contract and 
(hat of the committee for local auto¬ 
nomy. Another point of dif¬ 
ference was that Mr. McMillan dealt 
exclusively with a livestock pool, 
which includes the marketing of cattle, 
hogs and sheep, and that of the com- 
mittpe embraced all farm products 
other than wheat. A third proposition 
was introduced by S. S. Sears, chair¬ 
man af the U.F.A. co-operative mar¬ 
keting committee which provided for a 
central selling agency, for which the 
U.F.A. is even now negotiating to ob¬ 
tain a charter wide enough to include 
pools for the marketing of all farm 
produce except wheat on the basis of 
the Alberta wheat pool, but making 
provision for the separate operation of 
a pool for each product if thjs proved 
more desirable. Representatives of 
the producers of each product would 
he placed upon the central board, 
which would have control of the mar¬ 
keting of all the pools which would be 
in close eo-operationf 

Mr. Sears explained his proposition 
at some length, pointing out the im¬ 
mense economy in overhead operation 
to be effected thus. The U.F.A., he 
-aid was there to co-operate with the 
existing pools, and all farmers desir¬ 
ous of marketing their products co¬ 
operatively, and was not arbitrary. 
1 hey were willing to accept any word¬ 
ing basis for a provincial pool, provid¬ 


ed it was feasible and embodied the 
main principles of the U.F.A. com¬ 
mittee’s plan. 

Much heated discussion took place, 
but the greater part of the detail of 
the formation of the provincial pool 
was left in the hands of the provincial 
board. The farmers were definite, 
however, in their determination to 
have the pool, and sat far into the 
night going over the details of the 
contract which they recommended to 
the provisional board. A sys¬ 
tem of cross-contracts providing for 
the affiliation of existing local pools 
alieady bound by contract will be 
made so that they may share in the 
pool if they so desire. The chief.points 
at issue seemed to be whether local 
uutonomy would help or hinder the 
livestock pool. S. S. Sears, N. S. 
Smith, M.L.A., A. B. Claypool, M.L.A. 
and Mr. Vanslyke, of Red Deer, were 
the leaders in the faction which favor¬ 
ed subordination to the provincial or¬ 
ganization. They were vigorously op¬ 
posed by W. Spurrel and a group of 
men who seemed to come from the 
Mirror and Buffalo Lake district, on 
this point. 

The other difference lay in whether 
oi not livestock should be handled as 
an entirely separate pool and Mr. 
Spurrell fought long and hard for the 
seuaiation of livestock from what he 
called an “egg and jam pool” in the 
project^ While the statement “We are 
not getting anywhere, let’s do some¬ 
thing definite," was made several 
times during the day, the first decisive 
step toward a provincial livestock pool 
was certainly taken. 


Mount Geikie, in the Jasper Nation¬ 
al Park, west of Edmonton, 10,854 
feet in height, has been scaled by a 
party of members of the Alpine Club 
for the first time. 

Number 4 well of the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Co., in the Fore¬ 
most field in Southern Alberta, has 
been brought into production with an 
output of 20,000,000 feet of gas per 
day.

CROP REPORT 

Western grain crops have shown 
satisfactory development during the 
past week according to the weekly 
crop report issued Monday by the ag¬ 
ricultural department of the C.P.R. 
Weather has been moderately cool 
wifli considerable rain .in each pro¬ 
vince. Crops are now at a stage of 
development the report says, where 
any damage becomes apparent, t>ut 
fortunately reports of rust infesfion 
or injury from saw fly and other pests 
ste few and not serious., Rye cutting 
is now in progress, the crops being 
well filled and of fair quality. Live¬ 
stock receipts at stock yards continue 
heavy, but majority of cattle received 
are in an unfinished condition. This is 
probably due to drought conditions 
which exist in parts of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, necessitating farmers 
having to market stock on account of 
scarcity of pasture. 

Manitoba crops are in a promising 
condition and have been favored with 
ideal growing weather during the past 
week. Wheat is generally strong and 
of healthy stand, and is particularly 
good, in southern areas. Oats and 
other course grains also look well and 
have sufficient moisture to carry crops 
through to maturity. Pastures in the 
, province, the report states, are much 
improved by the recent rains. 

Practically every part of the pro¬ 
vince of Saskatchewan enjoyed some 
rain during the. week and apart from 
being beneficial to areas where crops 
are good, it will also help fodder and 
late sown grains in the drought areas. 
Very satisfactory reports continue to 
oome in respecting southern Saskat¬ 
chewan crop conditions, and rains of 
the past week have further improved 
the situation. 

Crops in practically all districts of 
Alberta benefitted from showers dur¬ 
ing the week with result that crop 
conditions are much improved. Nearly 
everywhere growing conditions in this 
province have been satisfactory. Tak¬ 
ing all the province east of the line 
drawn through Lougheed, Wetaskiwin, 
Taber, Lacombe, Bassano and Suffield 
subdivisions, crops as a whole are 
light. Many districts will prove ab¬ 
solute failures 'and farmers are al¬ 
ready plowing under. With fairly 
heavy precipitation last week however 
■some late crops in this area may de¬ 
velop to be worth harvesting. In the 
balance of the province yield at pre¬ 
sent promises to be fairly good and 
ultimately depends on weather condi¬ 
tions. Harvesting is expected to com¬ 
mence in Alberta from the 15th to the 
20th of the month. A big improve¬ 
ment in crop conditions is reported 
from all points on the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and B.C. railway as an outcome 
of general rains during the pasfHwo 
weeks. While grain is -short in some 
districts, heads are filling out well and 
promise to yield satisfactory. 

Warm and dry weather has prevail¬ 
ed in British Columbia during the past 
seven days, and many districts are 
now feeling the need of further rain¬ 
fall. Soft fruits and early apples are 
moving in fairly large quantities 
through packing houses and are a 
week or ten days ahead of last year in 
this respect. Loganberries and straw¬ 
berries are also being shipped and are 
of plentiful crop. The apple crop how¬ 
ever, will be lighter than last year. 
The very heavy crop of 1923 combined 
with frosts in early spring this year 
tends to make this season’s yield light. 
Root crops on the whole are good, but 
require further rainfall. 

GOLD MEDAL FOR E. P. RANCH 

King of the Fairies, a white short¬ 
horn bull, bred on the farm of 
H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, in Bri¬ 
tain and brought to his Alberta ranch 
last year as three-year-old, has been 
awarded the gold medal offered by 
the British Association of London for 
the beat bpll shown in Western Can¬ 
ada by a Canadian exhibitor. The 
award was made in Regina this week, 
according to information given 
on Friday by Professor W. L. Car¬ 
lyle manger of the Prince of Wales 
ranch at High River, who returned 
from Regina on Thursday night. 
’’This bull has been grand champion 
wherever we have shown him,” stated 
Prof. Carlyle, “and is the principal 
stock bull on the ranch. The ranch was 
also awarded reserve champion on 
a red yearling shorthorn bull, 
also bred in the old country by the 
Prince of Wales and brought here last 
year as a calf.” In addition to an ex¬ 
hibit of twelve Shorthorn cattle the 
Shropshire sheep and twelve Hamp¬ 
shire sheep,capturing the champion¬ 
ship for ewes and rams in the Shrop¬ 
shire class. The cattle and sheep fare 
now being shipped to Vancouver for 
the fair there during the first week 
in August and will then be displayed 
at Victoria during the second week in 
August.
